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Subject to constitutional limitations, the legislature may regulate and control terms of court 
and fix or change the times at which they are to be held, or it may delegate this power to 
courts, judges, or other boards or officers. 


Within certain limits and reasonable bounds, the legislature may regulate and control the terms of 
courts," but to insure the survival and independence of the judiciary, that authority is necessarily 
subject to limitations.” It is within the power of the legislature to fix the times at which the regular 


terms of courts are to be held,” subject to constitutional requirements and limitations.* However, 
this authority may be delegated to the courts or its judges or commissioners appointed for that 


purpose.” 
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Change of term. 


In the absence of constitutional prohibition, and subject to constitutional limitations, the legislature 
may change the terms of a court,° repeal a statute that fixes terms,’ or, if it has delegated authority 


to a court or judge to fix terms, withdraw the authority or supersede the order of the court or judge.’
